ASSEMBLEE GENERALE EXTRAORDINAIRE - MISE EN 
LIQUIDATION DU 21 DECEMBRE 2016 

In the year two thousand and sixteen, on the twenty-first of December. 

Before the undersigned, Maitre Carlo WERSANDT, notary residing in 
Luxembourg Grand Duchy of Luxembourg. 

Was held an extraordinary general meeting of the sole shareholder of Torisa S.a 
r.l., a Luxembourg private limited liability company (. societe a responsabilite limitee ), 
having its registered office at 488, route de Longwy, L-1940 Luxembourg, Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg, and registered with the Luxembourg Trade and Companies' 
Register (Regis tre de Commerce et des Societes, Luxembourg ) under number B 1 18 729 
(the "Company"), incorporated pursuant to a deed of Maitre Andre -Jean- Joseph 
SCHWACHTGEN, then notary residing in Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, 
dated 25 August 2006, and published in the Memorial C, Recueil des Societes et 
Associations (the "Memorial") on 24 October 2006, number 1987, page 95348 (the 
"Articles"). The Articles have not been amended since. 

The meeting elected Mrs Rachel BERNARD, lawyer, residing in Luxembourg, as 
chairman of the meeting (the "Chairman"). 

The Chainnan appointed Mrs Alexia UHL, lawyer, residing in Luxembourg, as 
secretary of the meeting (the "Secretary"). 

The meeting elected Mrs Alexia UHL, prenamed, as scrutineer of the meeting 
(the "Scrutineer"). 

These appointments having been made, the Chainnan declared that and 
requested the notary to state that: 

I. The sole shareholder of the Company (the "Shareholder"), is 
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represented and the number of shares held by it are indicated on an attendance list. This 
list and the proxy, after having been signed by the proxyholder(s) of the Shareholder 
and the undersigned notary, will remain attached to the present deed for registration 
purposes. 

II. This attendance list shows that all the shares of the Company, 
representing 100% of the share capital of the Company, are represented at the present 
extraordinary general meeting (the "Meeting"). 

III. The Shareholder declares having been informed in advance on the 
agenda of the meeting and waived all convening requirements and formalities. The 
Meeting is thus regularly constituted and can validly deliberate and decide on the 
agenda. 

The agenda of the meeting is the following: 

1 . Dissolution of the Company and putting it into voluntary liquidation and 
start liquidation proceedings; 

2. Appointment of liquidators of the Company and determination of their 
powers; and 

3. Miscellaneous. 

After due and careful deliberation, the following resolutions were unanimously 
approved by the Meeting: 

FIRST RESOLUTION 

In compliance with the law of 10 August 1915 on commercial companies, as 
amended (the "Law"), the Meeting resolves to dissolve the Company and put it into 
voluntary liquidation and start the liquidation proceedings. 

SECOND RESOLUTION 

The Meeting resolves, in accordance with article 19 of the Articles, to appoint as 
liquidators of the Company, Mr. Eddy PERRIER, born on July 5, 1977 in Saint-Jean- 
de-Maurienne, France, having his professional address at 488, route de Longwy, L-1940 
Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, and Mrs. Severine MICHEL, born on 
July 19, 1977 in Epinal, France, having her professional address at 488, route de 
Longwy, L-1940 Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of Luxembourg, (each referred to as a 
"Liquidator" and together the "Liquidators"), acting as a committee in accordance 
with article 142 of the Law of 10 August 1915 on commercial companies, as amended 
(the "1915 Law"), both having accepted such mandate. 

The Meeting resolves that, the aforesaid Liquidators have as mission to realise 
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the whole of assets and liabilities of the Company. The Liquidators are exempted from 
the obligation of drawing up an inventory, and may in this respect fully rely on the 
books of the Company. The Liquidators may under their own responsibility and 
regarding special or specific operations, delegate such part of their powers as they may 
deem fit, to one or several representatives. 

The Meeting resolves that, the sole signature of each Liquidator binds validly 
and without limitation the Company which is in liquidation. 

The Meeting resolves that, the Liquidators have the authority to perform and 
execute all operation provided for in articles 144 and 145 of the Law, without a specific 
authorisation of a general meeting of the shareholder. 

The Meeting resolves that, the Liquidators may pay advances on the liquidation 
surplus after having paid the debts or made the necessary provisions for the payment of 
the debts. 

The Meeting resolves that, the Liquidators shall draft a report on the results of 
the liquidation and the employment of the corporate assets with supporting accounts and 
documents. 

Costs 

The expenses, costs, remunerations or charges in any form whatsoever which 
shall be borne by the Company as a result of the present deed are estimated at 
approximately one thousand seven hundred Euros (EUR 1,700.-). 

Declaration 

The undersigned notary, who understands and speaks English, states herewith 
that on request of the above appearing party, the present deed is worded in English, 
followed by a French version. On request of the same appearing party and in case of 
divergences between the English and the French text, the English version will be 
prevailing. 

WHEREOF the present deed was drawn up in Luxembourg, Grand Duchy of 
Luxembourg, on the day named at the beginning of this document. 

The document having been read to the appearing persons, they signed together 
with the notary the present deed.

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S'est tenue une assemblte generate extraordinaire de l’associt unique de Torisa 
S.a r.l., une socittt a responsabilite limitee constitute selon les lois du Grand-Duche de 
Luxembourg, ayant son siege social au 488, route de Longwy, L-1940 Luxembourg, 
Grand-Duche de Luxembourg, et immatriculee aupres du Registre de Commerce et des 
Societes, Luxembourg sous le numero B 1 18 729 (la "Societe"), constitute suivant acte 
du notaire Maitre Andrt-Jean-Joseph SCHWACHTGEN, alors notaire de residence a 
Luxembourg, Grand-Ducht de Luxembourg, en date du 25 aout 2006, publit au 
Mtmorial C, Recueil des Socittts et Associations (le "Memorial") le 24 octobre 2006, 
numtro 1987, page 95348 (les "Statuts"). Les statuts de la Socittt n’ont pas ttt 
modifits depuis. 

L’assemblte a tlu Madame Rachel BERNARD, juriste, demeurant a 
Luxembourg, coniine president de l’assemblte (le "President"). 

Le Prtsident a nomint Madame Alexia UHL, juriste, demeurant a Luxembourg, 
coniine secretaire de l'assemblte (le "Secretaire"). 

L'assemblte a tlu Madame Alexia UHL, prtnommte, coniine scrutateur de 
l'assemblte (le "Scrutateur"). 

Ces nominations ayant ttt faites, le Prtsident a dtclart que et a requis le notaire 
d'acter que : 

I. L’associt unique de la Socittt (l’"Associe") est reprtsentt et le nombre 
de parts sociales dttenues par lui sont reprises sur une liste de presence. Cette liste de 
presence et la procuration, apres avoir ttt signtes par le(s) mandataire(s) de l’Associt 
et le notaire soussignt, resteront annextes au present acte pour les besoins 
d'enregistrement. 

II. Cette liste de presence niontre que toutes les parts sociales de la Socittt, 
reprtsentant 100% du capital social de la Socittt, sont reprtsenttes a la prtsente 
assemblte gtntrale extraordinaire (l'"Assemblee"). 

III. L’Associt dtclare avoir ttt suffisamment in form t a l’avance de l'ordre 
du jour de l'assemblte et a renonct a toutes les exigences et fonnalitts de convocation. 
L' Assemblte est ainsi rtgulierement constitute et peut valablement dtbattre et dtcider 
de l'ordre du jour. 

IV. L'ordre du jour de l'assemblte est le suivant: 

1. Dissolution de la Socittt et mise en liquidation de la Socittt et 
commencement de la proctdure de liquidation; 

2. Nomination des liquidateurs de la Socittt et dttennination de leurs 
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pouvoirs; et 

3. Divers. 

Apres deliberation attentive, les resolutions suivantes ont ete approuvees a 
l'unanimite par l'Assemblee: 

PREMTERE RESOLUTION 

Conformement a la loi du 10 aout 1915 sur les societes commerciales telle que 
modifiee (la "Loi"), l'Assemblee decide de la dissolution anticipee de la Societe, de sa 
mise en liquidation volontaire, et du commencement de la procedure de liquidation. 

SECONDE RESOLUTION 

L'Assemblee decide, conformement a l'article 19 des Statuts, de nommer en tant 
que liquidateurs (i) Monsieur Eddy PERRIER, ne le 5 juillet 1977 a Saint -Jean-de- 
Maurienne, France, ayant son adresse professionnelle au 488, route de Longwy, L-1940 
Luxembourg, Grand-Duche de Luxembourg, et Madame Severine MICHEL, nee le 19 
juillet 1977 a Epinal, France, ayant son adresse professionnelle au 488, route de 
Longwy, L-1940 Luxembourg, (chacun nomine coniine un "Liquidateur" et ensemble, 
les "Liquidateurs"), agissant en tant que college conformement a l'article 142 de la Loi, 
ayant tous deux acceptes ce mandat. 

L'Assemblee decide que les Liquidateurs ont pour mission de realiser tout l'actif 
et apurer le passif de la Societe. Dans l’exercice de leur mission, les Liquidateurs sont 
dispenses de dresser inventaire et ils peuvent se referer aux ecritures de la Societe. Les 
Liquidateurs pourront sous leur seule responsabilite, pour des operations speciales et 
determinees, deleguer tout ou partie de leurs pouvoirs a un ou plusieurs mandataires. 

L'Assemblee decide que les Liquidateurs pourront engager la Societe en 
liquidation sous leur seule signature individuelle et sans limitation. 

L'Assemblee decide que les Liquidateurs disposent de tous les pouvoirs pour 
effectuer ou executer toutes les operations prevues aux articles 144 et 145 de la Loi, 
sans avoir besoin d'etre prealablement autorises par l'assemblee generale de l’associe. 

L'Assemblee decide que les Liquidateurs pourront payer des avances sur le boni 
de liquidation apres avoir paye les dettes ou avoir fait les provisions necessaires pour le 
paiement des dettes. 

L'Assemblee decide que les Liquidateurs prepareront un rapport sur les resultats 
de la liquidation et l'utilisation des biens sociaux avec comptes et documents a l'appui. 

FRAIS 

Le montant des firais, depenses, remunerations ou charges, sous quelque forme 
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que ce soit, seront pris en charge par la Societe en consequence du present acte et/ou en 
relation avec le present acte sont estimes a environ mille sept cents euros (EUR 1.700,-) 

DECLARATION 

Le notaire soussigne, qui comprend et parle l'anglais, declare qu'a la demande de 
la partie comparante ci-dessus, le present acte est redige en anglais, suivi d’une version 
fram^aise. A la requete de la meme partie comparante et en cas de divergence entre le 
texte anglais et le texte fram^ais, le texte anglais fera foi.
